Radio Beams On | 


Alaska Air Run 
Ready In Week 


OTTAWA, Dec. 9—(CP)—Suffi- 
cient radio beams will be oper- 
ating along the air route from 
Edmonton to Alaska within a 
week to enable flying over the 
route in all kinds of weather, it 
was stated at the civil aviation 
branch of the transport depart- 
ment today.

While further beams will be in- 
stalled at intermediate fields, 
planes will be able to fly on the 
beam from Edmonton to Alaska

But the anomaly is too 
patent to last. It could only continue 
indefinitely if the fundamental facts of 
the world situation were ignored at 
Washington, and events will compel the | 
official recognition of these facts as | 
they are already recognized by common 
knowledge. 

Japan did not undertake war against 
the United States as an unattached 
country, acting solely in its own behalf, 
and depending solely upon its own 
strength to gain its ends. It struck as 
a member of the Axis, to ease the pres- 
sure on Hitler, knowing that if he is 
defeated Japan must lose in the end. 
However the fighting in the Pacific 
may go, the outcome will be determined 
ultimately by the destruction or the | 
supremacy of the conspiracy of which 
Hitler is the head 

The Axis is a unit, as Premier Tojo | 
confirmed on Monday when he Said 
Japan’s alliance with Germany and 
Italy is ‘‘growing closer”. No one knows 
better that if the alliance is smashed 
Japan will have to vacate the territories 
it has occupied, abandon its dreams of 
further conquest, and accept such a 
position as will guarantee neighbor 
nations against another militarist ramp.

These are merely layman's thoughts,

was no surprise in Sunday's 
events. This reporter has been writing for

First Reason 

_ There are two reasons why the malic- 
ious, treacherous and murderous out- 
break of the Japanese barbarians has 


| moved us so deeply. 


The first is that this affair brings the 
sombre realization that now the whole 
world is at war, that there is no sanctuary 
anywhere under God’s heaven where the 
peaceful man can be sure no bombs or 
Sudden death will not follow him. 

For South America is in this thing as 
deeply as the northern continent. The few 
Central and South American republics 
that have already taken steps to protect 
themselves from the Axis, must be follow- 
ed by all the rest because those that do not 
declare themselves for the democracries 
will be occupied by the Axis. 

Neutrality has become quite as much 
of a chimera in this hemisphere as it has 
been for the past year and a half in 
Europe.

There is only one line, and that line 
divides the free peoples from the slave 
peoples.

Roosevelt Understood 


Fortunately for the country the Presi- 
dent and his diplomatic and military ad- 
visers have always understood this. They 
understood it even before the war broke 
out in Europe in 1939. The proof is that 
they transferred the American fleet—our 
first line of defense—to the Pacific and 
have kept virtually all of the fleet there. 

They understood it in the critical days 
of 1940 when France collapsed. Though 
the isolationists have never understood it, 
the whole policy of “intervention” arose 
directly out of the fact that with our fleet 
facing Japan in the Pacific, we simply had 
by all means at our command to sugport 
British sea power in the Atlantic. Every- 
thing the isolationists have made such a 
fuss about—the destroyers, lend-lease, 
Iceland, the Atlantic patrol--has been a 
inescapable necessity because 
we faced war with Japan and could not 
dare leave our Atlantic frontier without 
the strong protection that British sea pow- 
er could give. 

No Conspiracy 

There has never been any truth in the 
isolationist cry that the President has been 
slyly conspiring to involve this country 
in the European war. He has proved him- 
self to be, whatever may be his other fail- 
ings, a cool and far-sighted judge of the 
Strategy of the war, and every important 
move he has made has been in prepara- 
tion—not for the imaginary war which 
the isolationists said was to duplicate 1917 
—but for this very real war which is now 
upon us.

He could not tell them that they were 
faced with a Japanese war, that prépera- 
tions had to be made for that war, and 
that a prime consideration in our naval 
action in the Atlantic was to make it pos- 
sible for Great Britain to send reinforce- 
ments to the Pacific. Though he was 
thinking about Japan, he could not even 
mention Japan, so delicate was the situa- 


tion. 
Reckless Opposition 


Tt is necessary also to realize that the 
president has been faced with an opposi- 
tion at home which was as reckless as it 
was misinformed. There is no reason why 
men like Mr. Hoover, Mr. Landon, Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Martin could not have sat 
down with the President, Mr. Hull, Mr. 
Stimson, Mr. Knox, Admiral Stark and 
understand the fundamental facts of the 
Situation; that we were faced with war in 
the Pacific and had to take measures in 
both oceans to be ready for it. But the 
opposition never informed themselves, and 
on a foundation of total misunderstanding 
they conducted an agitation which put 
every necessary, practical measure in the 
worst possible light. They placed the Pre- 
sident in a position where, if he blurted 
out the whole truth and confounded them, 
he jeopardized the chances of avoiding 
war with Japan, and if he did not blurt 
out the whole truth, he could be charged 
with concealment and indirection. 

The effect of this agitation has been 
enormously costly. For so long as the 
reputable opposition took the line that the 
country was being tricked by the Presi- 
dent, and that there was no danger of war 
if only Mr. Roosevelt could be obstructed, 
the people who look to them for guidance 
have naturally resented having their sons 
called into service, and taxes levied, and 
their normal businéss interrupted. Nor, 
while the agitation was being carried on, 
could there possibly arise that feeling of 
patriotic dedication which is the one and 
only real remedy for strikes, for the pres- 
sure of special interests, for partisan poli- 
tics and for all otherwise normal, but now 
intolerable things, which plague us, weak- 
en us, and will cost us so dearly. 
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the Atlariitic. 

Everyone knows that Hitler urged 
Japan into the war so that the Americans 
would be panicked into diminishing aid 
to Britain and Russia. For doubtless a 
violent demand will immediately arise in 
the United States for the exclusive use of 
American armament factories for exclus- 
ively American purposes. 

There can be no possible doubt that 
once the United States is deeply engaged 
with Japan in the Pacific, the Nazis will 
strike them viciously from the Atlantic. 
As I have said more than once, the United 
States with her sprawling coast line is in 
much graved danger of an invasion at- 
tempt than England is. 

Therefore, as a thought, it 
seems to me that the United States would 
be smart to seize points on the West Af- 
rican coast line, such as Dakar, and beat 
Germany to the punch. 

Strategy 

If, on the other hand, the United States 
chooses to be foolish and listen to the 
bleats of Wheeler et al to the effect that 
the white race must stand solidly against 
the yellow Japs and for that reason should 
soften her attitude towards Hitler, she will 
rush precipitately into the enemy's 
mouth. 

It is inconceivable that Mr. Roosevelt, 
with his fine discerning mind, should be 
ignorant of the continuing and even in- 
creased threat of the Atlantic. 


But will Congress permit him to do 
anything about it? 

Mr. Roosevelt knew perfectly well that 
Kurusu, that liver-colored traitor, was 
functioning in America, not as an honest 
diplomat, but as malodorous bait in the 
Japanese trap. 

Yet if he had asked for a declaration 
against Japan as late as Saturday of last 
week, Congress would have laughed at 


him. 

The United States, as a nation, has not 
been smart—no smarter than Canada. 

For we, too, in the face of certain war

Fine Picture 
War Program 


TORONTO, Dee, 9, A com 
posite picture of Canada's war 
program and that of other parts 
of the Empire and the United 
States was presented by S. H 
Logan, president of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce in addressing 
the annual meeting of share 
holders of that institution held 
this morning at Toronto. Inde- 
pendent observers, he said, had 
expressed astonishment at what 
Canada had accomplished = thus 
far, but more had to be done, “In 
the greater effort ahead,” he con- 
tinued, “many problems will con- 
front us, but I am confident that 
we shall overcome them and a 
year hence will have reason for 
added pride in this country's 
further contribution to the cause 
in which it joined a little over 
two years ago.” 


In cOmMon with other demo- 
cracies Canada had, since the last 


war, concentrated her attention 
upon peaceful pursults, but once 
decisions had been reached as to 
how Canada could best serve the 
Allied cause aDd the armament 
program had been begun this was 
being undertaken energetically. “I 
would emphasize the fact,” he said, 


“that this pregram is so well ad- 
vanced that Canada is now a heav- 
ily armed country. She has raised 
a total armed force of over 500,000 
men—27,000 for the navy, 400,000 
for the active and home 
defence armies and over 90,000 for 
the alr arm itself a Notable 
achievement, This force has been 
well clothed and fed and is being 
carefully trained. It is being sup- 
plied by our own efforts with most 
of the modern war equipment.”

At the Annual Meeting of the 
Shareholders of The Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, held in the 
Head Office of the Bank in the 
City of Toronto December 9th, 
Mr. S. H. Logan, President, and 
Mr. A. E. Arscott, General Man- 
ager, presented the Annual State- 


ment of the Bank’s operations in | 


the past year, together with a 
review of Business Conditions. 
Mr. Arscott’s address to the meet- 
ing follows: 


While this is the Seventy-fifth 
Annual Meeting of the Shareholders, 
the Bank will not actually be seventy- 
five years of age until May, 1942. 
This apparent anomaly is due to the 
fact that the Bank changed its fiscal 
year in 1901 and in consequence held 
two Annual Meetings within six 
months of one another. 


The Balance Sheet presented today 
shows some substantial changes com- 
pared with that of last year. 


Total Assets of the Bank are 
$761,407,000, an increase over last 
year of $56,927,000. The major items 
accounting for this increase are the 
security holdings and Current Loans 
and Discounts in Canada. 


Total Quick Assets are $427,432,- 
000, being the equivalent of 60.20 


per cent. of the Bank’s Total Liabil- | 


ities to the Public. Qur total Cush 
Reserves are $119,206,000, repre- 
sented by Notes of and Deposits with 
the Bank of Canada and Notes of, 
Cheques on and Deposits with Other 
Banks, or 16.79 per cent. of the Total 
Liabilities. 


ASSETS 

Current Loans and Discounts in 
Canada at $249,126,000 increased by 
$29,179,000, as compared with an 
increase of $18,172,000 the previous 
year. This further substantial ad- 
dition to Current Loans is prin- 
cipally the result of the demands 
of industry in connection with war 
activities. Current Loans outside 
Canada are $18,344,000, an increase 
of $1,133,000. 


LIABILITIES 
Our Total Deposits at $668,225,000 
are the highest in the history of 
the Bank. The increase for the year 
was $53,151,000, distributed over the 
various classes of deposits as follows:

CANADA'S ECONOMIC RECORD 

We have been at war for over 
two vears and the changes which 
have taken place in the economic 
sphere of the Dominion, mainly in 
the past year, are unprecedented in 
the history of Canada. Industry, 
mining and some major sections of 
forestry established new production 
records. Construction attained the 
greatest volume since 1930. Farm 
purchasing power increased recently 
to 4a ten-year peak. Employment 
also was at a record level, the increase 
in the number of workers during the 
year being greater than in all the 
preceding decade, with wage pay- 
ments rising by nearly one-third or 
by over $500,000,000. 


An increase of 30 per cent. in 
industrial production in the past year 
and of 60 per cent. since August, 1939, 
has effected a structural change with- 
out parallel in Canada’s economie 
system. The rise in industrial output 
in « little over two years actually 
exceeded that estimated to have 
taken place in the entire war period 
of 1914-1915, when Canada utilized 
practically all ber available man and 
machine power for military and 
armament purposes. So pressing 
have been the requirements of the 
present conflict and so adaptable has 
Canada proved in this emergency 
that her industrial output has in- 
creased in such record proportions 
that it now aceounts for nearly half 
of all her production and, combined 
with mining, construction and for- 
extry, for over 70 per cent. of all 
national economic actixity. Indeed, 
our industrial development since 
August, 1939 has been greater than 
that recorded in the preceding ten 
years, several of which were them- 
selves notable for industrial growth 


NEW PURCHASING POWER 

This expansion of industrial ac- 
tivity since the outbreak of war has 
created purchasing power aleo of 
record proportions and it is evident 
that the greater part of this has been 
used to meet the deferred require- 
ments of meny who were oy Pas ose 
before the outbreak of war, as well 
as to satisfy the necds of thousands 
of young people who for the first time 
have found work. Natural though it 
be for people to use their purchasing 
power to the limit, especially after a 

eriod of enforced self-denial, it has 
or some time been clearly apparent 
that the supply of materials and goods 
would not be suffieient to meet the 
demands both of the public and of 
the Dominion Government in ite vast 
armatnent programme.

MR. S. H. LOGAN REVIEWS 
ALLIED WAR TIME 
ACHIEVEMENT 


In common with other democratic 
| countries our energies and resources 
since 1919 had been devoted almost 
entirely to peaceful pursuits, with 
| little or no serious preparation for 
| possible war. For some months after 
l the outbreak of hostilities it was not 
determined how Canada could best 
serve the Allied cause. When decisions 
| as to this were finally rezehed much 
| time was necessarily consumed in 
| constructing the plants, obtaining the 
| machine tools, installing the mach- 
inery and training the workers 
required to produce the thousands of 
|types and parts of munitions which 
modern war demands. Progress at 
first seemed disappointingly slow but, 
having once begun, our armament 
prograrame was undertaken ener- 
getically and, though mistakes were 
made and unforeseen delays encoun- 
tered, the planning and administra- 
tion generadly bas been excellent. 


| ARMED FORCES AND 
EQUIPMENT 


I would emphasize the fact that 
this programme is so well advanced 
that Canada is now a heavily armed 
country. She has raised a total 
armed force of over 500,000 men 
27,000 for the navy, 400,000 for the 
active overseas and home defence 
armies and over 90,000 for the air 
arm-~itself a notable achievement. 
This force has been well clothed and 
fed and is being carefully trained. It 
is being supplied by our own efforts 
with most of the modern war equip- 
ment, for Canada is now producing 
five types of machine guns, as well as 
rifles, side arms and bomb throwers; 
twenty varieties of chemicals and 
explosives; thirteen kinds of aircraft 
(of which nearly 4,000 have been 
made or assembled since the out- 
break of war), over twenty types of 
shells, as well ae rifle ammunition, 
grenades, light and heavy air bombs, 
depth charges and anti-tank mines; 
tunks and motor vehicles for many 
yurposes (about 200,000 of the latter 
io been made) and a large array of 
special material, including para 
Awe radio equipment and precision 
instruments. The production at pre- 
sent of this varied armament ts high, 
and it will soon increase considerably, 
as may be judged by these few 
monthly objectives: 


Over 1,000 field, naval and anti- 
| aircraft guns, 
400 trench mortars, 

2,000 /3,000 machine guns, 

600 tanks and universal carriers. 


BRITAIN AND THE WAR 


Britain's resolute courage and in- 
| domitable resistance in holdjng the 
enemy at bay in the Atlantic area, 
and thereby giving this Continent an 
opportunity to create and equip it» 
armies, develop its war industries 
and erect defences of its own, de- 
serves our unbounded admiration 
and gratitude. Britain has been 
made the strongest fortress of civili- 
zation by an almost complete mobi- 
lization of ite economic resources, by 
devoting over half of ite industrial 
capacity to armament and by ex- 
penditures of more than $20,000- 
| 000,000. In all, the paten pare hus 
established a standard of conduct 
that will not only live for all time in 
history, but serves now as a pattern 
of fortitude, sacrifice and heroic 
endurance for all other free people.

Over 400, men are en- 
rolled in the three armed services and 
more than 100,000 workers are directly 
engaged in the manufacture of muni- 
tions and other war supplies. This is 
an expansion of more than twenty- 
fold since the beginning of the war, 
which is expected to reach sixty-fo 
in the near future. 


INDIA 


A remarkable transformation has 
been taking place in the economy of 
India, whose armed forces total 
about 1,000,000. Not only have there 
been extensive developments in the 
textile and chemical industries, but 
the engineering and munitions trades 

ave made rapid progress. The 
entire output of a great steel industry 
is now devoted to ordnance aud war 
supplies, airplane assembly plants 
are in operation, modern ship-build- 
ing yards are being constructed, an 
aluminium smelting plant is bein 


| enlarged, and extensions are plann' 


for munitions and explosives factories: 


SOUTH AFRICA 

South Africa, though no better 
repared in 1939 for war than other 
Impire countries, was able within 
forty-eight hours of Italy's entry 
into the conflict to put her air force 
into action two thousand miles north 
of the Union's borders and to send 
the advance guard of au expeditions 
ary army into Kenya. That van- 


| guard, since greatly increased, has 


layed an important part in the 
.ibyan campaigns and in the opera- 
tions in Abyssinia. Today, the Union 
in addition to providing many of its 
own armament requirements, includ 
ing motor vehicles, and developing 
extensive air force, coastal protection 
and quick ship repair services, is 
supplying important quantities of 
armament, motor equipment and 
food products of many kinds for use 
abroad. 


THE AMERICAN DEFENCE 
PROGRAMME 


The American defence effort is 
assuming such vast proportions as to 
be difficult to grasp in its entirety. 
The total armament appropriations 
of the United States, including those 
under the Lease-Lend Acts, have 
reached the colossal sum of $66,000,- 
000,000. Of the world’s largest and 
most efficient industrial system over 
50 per cent. may yet be made avyail- 
able to aid in vanquishing the Axis 
powers. 


Contracts for nearly half of the 
current appropriations have already 
been awarded and deliveries made of 
at least “one-third of the orders. It is 
expected that in 1942 war muterials 
of a value of over $20,000,000,000 
will be produced, including merchant 
cargo vessels more than sufficient to 
replace the present Axis sinkings 
(about 2,500,000 tons are to be built 
in the first half of next year alone), 
over 30,000 airplanes, many thou- 
sands of tanks, motor vehicles, and 
heavy guns and enqugh meat, egys 
and dairy products for Britain to 
provide food for about ten million of 
that country’s population. 


AID TO THE ALLIES 

The record of the United States 
in material aid to the Allies is most 
impressive. Appropriations under the 
Lease-Lend Acts of the past year 
aggregating about $13,000,000,000 
are nearly double the total credita 
advanced to the Allies in the entire 
war period of 1914-18. The stream of 
materials for shipment to the bene- 
ficiaries of the Acts is steadily rising, 
those of last month being valued at 
over $150,000,000 as compared with 
a total of $190,000,000 in ali the 
preceding five months. 


GERMANY’'S CONTROL OF 
EUROPE 

A massive combination of military 
and economic forces is lining up 
against the enemy, but we should not 
delude ourselves that the mobilization 
of these forces alone is sufficient to 
bring us victory, or that the losses suf+ 
fered by Germany in her Russian 
campaign are such that she will 
abandon her plans for world domina- 
tion. All her moves in the past year 
have been designed to increase her 
offensive power, so that she may 
enslave the rest of the world in the 
same way as she has enslaved prac- 
tically all of Europe. 


If Europe is to be liberated from 
this slavery and the rest of the world 
preserve its freedom, the Allied forces 
must be further strengthened and co- 
ordinated and their armament pro 
duction accelerated. These are the 
steps essentia! to end the Axis 
tyranny, but to take them will require 
the utmost effort on the part of alt ine 


|dividuals as well as governments. 


CANADA'S RESPONSIBILITY 
AND DUTY 
We in Canada, because of our 
singularly fortunate position, have 
an added responsibility to ensure a 
successful outcome of this conflict. 
Our industrial equipment has been 
brought--largely through a pre-war 
development—to a high degree of 
productivity. From a well-planned 
and energetic national war program 
there have sprung business activity 
and employment of record proportions 
which have provided the highest 
standard of living that many of our 
people have ever enjoyed. 


Even greater industrial activity 
and employment are certain, but it is 
clear that we must convert more of 
our productive capacity to armament, 
requiring # stricter diversion of mae 
|terials for that purpose and in cone 
sequence # sinaller supply of civilian 
goods, ‘This process must of necessity 
inflict hardships on many manufece 
turers, dealers and employees engaged 
in the production or distribution of 
non-essential goods, but the ehange
